é¢ HAT Ireland's Prosperity Depends 

-' upon her Membership of the British 

| Commonwealth of Nations '" ‘was the 
subject for discussion at an inter-university 
debate held under the auspices of the Literary 
and Scientific Society in the Great Hall of 
Queen’s University, Belfast, this afternoon. 

After a vigorous discussion, in which 
various views were propounded by delegates 
from all the Irish ‘universities, the motion was 
carried by 73 votes to 69, 

In proposing the motion, Mr. T: Waldron, 
University College, Galway, said that before 
proceeding with the discussion he would lke 
to convey the thanks of the visiting delegates 
to the president and the members of the 
Scientific Society for the splendid reception 
given them on the occasion of this debate. 

The subject of discussion was, he said, a 


rather hackneyed one not only in the North, | 


but in the South of Ireland. It was whether 
Ireland should become Ireland or remain a 
member of a family that it did not belong 
_ to, but there were a number of good reasons 
why it should remain in the British Common- 
wealth of Nations. One of the main reasons 
was that Ireland was too small a country to

He gave a limited approval to Mr. de Valera’s 
economic war, because it was one way to 
destroy the domination in Ireland of the Eng- 
lish capitalist class. He described the 
Northern Government as the finest example 
of an eighteenth century Whig oligarchy. 


THE TRADE ASPECT. 

Mr. J. F. Kent, B.A:, University College, 
Dublin, supporting the motion, said that no 
question of nationalism entered into the 
matter. It was not derogatory for Irishmen 
to belong to the British Commonwealth of 
Nations, because by the Statute of Westmins- 
ter they were free to remain in or go out of 
the Commonwealth. As a non-politician he 
was as much opposed to a doctrinaire Repub- 
lican as he was to a rabid Imperialist. There 
were Republicans who would prefer a twenty- 
six county Republic to a united Ireland in 
the Commonwealth. He thought the whole 
question should be regarded from the view- 
point of the welfare of the country.

Mr. W. N. Gallaher, Trinity College, 
Dublin, supporting the motion, said that, as 
a native of Belfast, he thought Mr. Murphy 
had made the common mistake of regarding 
the Free State as Ireland. It was not; for 
Ireland had two parts, and those two parts 
had to be considered. It had been said that 
Ireland for seven hundred years was unable 
to be tranquil owing to English rule. Did 
they think that Mr. de Valera had got tran- 
quillity for Southern Ireland at the moment? 

Mr. de Valera lived in a world of dreams, 
and there was nothing practical about him. 
| is views would not go down in Northern 
- Ireland, where they were distinet from the 
Free State,-racially and religiouslyy and would 
goon be distinct linguistically. The’ North was 
also distinct economically. It was united 
topographically, but that -was the least 
important. “The Free State regarded the sea 
around Ireland as a barrier against Great 
Britain and the Empire; but Northern 
Jreland regardtd it as a great highway of 
communication, and their minds were in 
harmony with the mind of Great Britain.

LESS AND MORE. 


We. W. Shanks, M.Sc., Queen’s University, 
Belfast, opposing the motion, asked if it was 
essential to discuss the unity of Ireland at all 
upon that motion? Personally he thought 
that Ireland or the Irish Free State should 
léave the British Empire, not because he 
loved Ireland less, but because he loved the 
Empire more. (Laughter.) Ireland was a 
cancerous growth at the heart of the Empire, 
and if it were removed the great and 
marvellous superstructure of the Empire 
would develop normally, 

Miss M. Quinlan, University College, Cork, 
the only woman who contributed to the de- 
bate, made one of the best speeches of the 
evening. She said that they would all return 
to their Universities with happiness and the 
kindest memories in their hearts of the-re- 
ception they got in Belfast. Dealing “ta 
the motion, she said that to declare that Ire- 
jand never sought membership of the lritish 
Commonwealth got no one anywhere. Even 
thirty years ago it was an unknown conception 
of Government, and the prominent, Irishmen 
who fought for Home Rule in the past would 
not regard as unfair the present status of the 
Free State as an equal partner in the T'‘itsh 
Commonwealth of Nations. They would have 
regarded the Home Rule now in operation as 
a final settlement of the Irish questioa. It 
was ‘‘ good business ” for Ireland to remain 
in the Commonwealth and very bad bus.:¢ss 
to be outside of it. A number of ['ree State 
citizens were hypnotised by the phrase: 
“Irish Republic,” Mr. de Valera had dallied 
with it, and some republicans shouted fo: it 
without taking the trouble to consider whether 
Ireland would be happier and more prosperous 
as an Irish Republic than as a Donrinion. 

They should look at their problems on the 
basis of 1935 actualities rather than in terms 
of sixteenth century politics. It was more im- 
portant that. farmers should be able to sell 
their turkeys in a free market than to consider 
what politicians said about freedom in 1799. 
In spite of the abnormal conditions to-day, 
Great, Britain and Northern Ireland were the 
chief outlets for Free State produce. She 
did not. know how long the people of the Free 
State would permit the guiding of their 
destines to remain in the hands of the people 
who were capable of the present- colossal 
economic blunders. 


FAIR PLAY, 


-She did not think it likely that Britain 
would go to war if the Free State Govern- 
ment declared an Irish Republic, but if 

did Britain could not be expected to remain 
friendly or helpful to Treland. By boycotting 
English goods and tinkering with the Con- 
stitution could they expect anything from 
England only what they deserved? If Ireland

COIN-RUNNING 
IN ENGLAND. 


A NEW FORM OF 
TRAFFICKING.

HE growth of a new form of trafficking 

» 4 —that of coin—which was introduced 

when Britain went off the gold stan- 

dard, is referred to in the annual report for 

1933 of the Deputy-Master and Comptroller 
of the Royal Mint published last night. 

Just as the United States, had its tum- 


runners ‘when it went officially 
liquor and the rest of the world did not, the 
‘report states, so South Africa, when. ae 
mother country and some of the Dominions 
suspended the gold standard, had her tral- 
fickers im coin. 

“ soon became evident that so lopg as 
she adhered to orthodoxy she was to be 
subjected to this irritating form of treffic,”’ 
it 18 stated. ‘Generally speaking, where 
such traffic is concerned with only the 
metallic or token coinages of the world trans- 
actions. are individually -on a small scale 
and are diflicult to track down, In the case 
of South Africa, however, the . abuse 
threatened to assume a much graver aspect.’’ 

The report adds that, from reports received, 
it seemed likely that substantial accumula- 
tions of silver coin from the Southern counties 
of England were regularly collected in 
Southampton and placed on board ship for 
the express purpose of dumping in South 
Africa. 

Eventually, to deal with the situation the 
Union Government made an order prociaim- 
ing that British silver coin would be 
demonetised in Union territory, but no sooner 
had this been issued than South Africa 
decided, on quite. other grounds, ‘hefself to 
suspend the gold standard 

he “report adds:—" At any rate, while 
the Union Government find themselves at the 
inoment with large stocks of British silver 
coin, which are difficult to dispose of under 
present conditions, the stage has been defi- 
nitely cleared for the dir¢ulation only of their 
own coin in their own territory, and niggling 
traffic as between British and Union coin 
can hardly réecur.” 

The report states :—From the point of view 
of minting, the year was remarkable for the 
complete cessation, except at the youngest 
of branch mints, of sovereign coinage. 

“One of the paradoxes of the present 
situation is, indeed, that while gold is dis- 
appearmg more and more from sight, at 
least of ordinary mortals, its production goes 
on iMecreasing yéar by year, stimulated, of 
course, by the premium im the terms of cash 
generally obtainable. 

‘Yet with all the steady and seemingly 

huge accretions to the world’s stock of the 
metal, an eminent authority estimates that 
the whole of the gold produced in the last 
500 years. could be packed into the smal! 
space of a 40-foot cube, and. would only 
suffice to put £5 a week in red gold into the 
pay envelopes of 18 million men for a single 
year... 
“Despite the inroads which have been 
made in the numbers of coined sovereigns by 
récoinagé or melting down for various pur- 
poses, there must be well over a thousand 
millions in. British gold coin struck since 
1817, large quantities of which are still in 
being, ® bulk of these pieces, no doubt, 
swell: the holdings of the central banks the 
world over, but even if the recent combing 
bas left, the individual Briton with but few 
examples of his beloved coin, it is interest- 
ing to speculate as to how far the piece has 
already joined the archaic ducats in the 
hands of small-hoarders. 

Refé'ring to the decline in the demand for 
new com, the report says:—‘‘ Demands for 
pence appear to come like prosperity or de- 
pression, in, cycles, though it by no means 
follows that when. business is depressed there 
is no demand for pence, or vice versa. Indeed, 
the humble copper appears to rise superior to 
economic laws, and the demand for it to 
depend more upon the fresh uses that may 
be found for it, as, for instance, in the eor- 
tinued extension of the use of automatic 
machines or in some district where the usual 
tram or ’bus fare no longer includes a half- 
penny.”
